the Internal Revenue OMoe, Kreat'ritws the following
regilations concerning the afixing and eancelling of
atampd, which are of Importance to the general
bl s —
. “In all cnses where an adhesive stamp shall here-
wlter be used, except as may be otherwise provided,
the person using or afixing the same to the instru-
ment, matter, or thing to be taxed, ghall 8o aMx the
stamp or stamps «denoting the tax that the entire
surlnce of sack stamp o afMxed shall be exposed to
view, and shall cancel the same by writing or im-
printing in o legible manner, with ink, upon each
stamp Ko used, the initials of his name and the date
upon which the same shall be aflixed, or by such
mechanical means as the Commissioner may heres
after preseribe and require, In order that snch can-
celled stamp or sStamps cannot again be used, So much
of the above order as applies to the expowire of the
entive mierfaco af eaeh stavegy used will apply to all of
the stamps prescribed Ly or under the internal
revenue lawe, but the ecaxdellafion of stamps for
Spirits and tobacen, and proprigtary stamps [rom
private dies, will remuain a8 heretofors presoribed by
law or regulations,”

The Commissioner llkewige calla the attention of
lnternal revenue offfeers and the general public to
the following section of the law in regard 1o the use
of stamps which have been cancelled ;(—

“The faet that any adhesive stamp so bonght, sold,
ofered for sale, used, or hal in possession a8 wlore-
gl has been washed or restored by removing or
altering the cancelling or defneing the marks thercon,
shall be prima focie proof thiat such stamp has been
onee used and removed by the posscssor thereof
from somae vellum, parchment, paper, instrament, or
writing charged with taxes inposed by lnw, in viola-
tion of the provisions of this scotion,”

Phillips at Stelnway Hall, in New York, at the anni-

After an allusion to the rise and progress of the
antl-slavery movement in this country, and the dim-
culties and dangers L encountered, he sald :—To.day
you can hardly step oif the platform without mecting
u man who says, “Why, what more I8 there for you
to do?
